In our last issue we re-puhliaheJ an article 
from the Goromandel Mail on the dia- 
covery of a method of amalgamating on an 
entirely now principle. The discoverer of 
the neiv method is a Mr Arthur Ford, 
who is described by the Mail - a “me- 
chanical engineer by trade, who has spent 
much time in bringing his present dis- 
covery to a practical issue,” and as one 
“ who brings highly respectable credentials 
with him.” The paper from which we 
quoted the article. is published in the centre, 
we may almost s;iy, of the greatest quartz 
reefing district in New Zealand, and is 
such a respectable authority on all reefing 
matters, that for these reasons alone wo 
are fairly entitled to assume that there is 
really something in the discovery., .-That 
better appliances for extracting the gold 
from quartz might be introduced than the 
ones we have at present in use, we think 
no one at all acquainted in the slightest 
degree with these matters will for one 
moment hesitate to believe. Much has 
been said of the necessity ■which exists, ob 
the Carrick, for instance, of introducing 
some cheaper motive power for crushing- 
mills than steam, before the reefs which 
abound in that direction will pay for. work- 
ing, and water power is looked upon by 
some as the agent which will yet develop 
its miner, t 1 wealth ; but the idea that im- 
proved machinery would enable us to enjoy 
even the luxury of .steam power at a hand- 
some profit has not yet gained much 
strength. We shall presently show, how- 
ever, that there are good grounds for 
thinking that more attention should he 
directed to tlie discovery of better appli- 
ances for extracting and saving gold, than 
even the introduction of cheaper motive 
power. In this latter case we' can only 
hope to sax’e a small percentage of the pre- 
sent outlay in wages ; whilst in the for- 
mer case we might ' hope to double, ond 
even treble, our present yields of gold.

stacked up, it is ‘true, but it is with the 
Micawber-like hope that something will 
turn up" some day which will enable them 
to extract the riches which lie concealed 
in them, 'rather than the certain belief that 
• they are valuable, and that their duty lies 
in discussing the method of extracting the 
■ riches from them before they take the form 
of tailings at all. Everyone believes, in 
a loose kind of way, that some machine will 
be invented some day which will profitably 
work quartz mill tailings, but , why should 
the machine not be made to catch the gold 
at the fiiat crushing 1 It would surely be 
as easy to do it then as it would the 
second time. Moat assuredly it would be 
with more profit. 

Samples of the tailings from the most 
Important mills in this district have been 
assiiyed by persona skilled in the business, 
and the result has almost invariably been 
astonishing. Sometimes the samples have 
been taken from one place and sometimes 
from another, hut on the whole we do not 
.. think, we are oyeretating the facts when 
. W 0 say that the: avei'age amount of go]j 
which is daily run to waste froni ‘ onr pre- 
sent batteries, and with our present appli- 
. ances, cannot he far short of frotii U to 2 
ounces to the ton. A' sample taken lately 
from the tailings of a certain batfety after 
a not very rich crushing of stone was fi- 
nished, went, indeed,, at the mto of five 
. ounces to the ton. We are sure that no one 
will dreani of blaming the raanageis for 
results like the one we have nieiitioned. 

, They do the best that possibly can be done 
with the appliances at their command ; 
but tbe appliances themselvp.s, we mean to 
say, with facts like these staring us in the 
face, are of the rudest description, compara- 
tively to what they might be. 

Men- with great experience in quartz 
crushing raatters sjieaking ,of tiiis new 
amalgamator proposed by Mr- Ford, say 
that -if it .will -only perform h(ilf,«'or even 
quarter the work which it is said it will 
do, it will be a great invention, It is said 
that it will only coat from X30 to £40. 
We . wonder if we are too sanguine in ex- 
pressing a hope that some of the enterpris- 
ing directors or proprietors of quartz claims 
will make enquiries into the matter and 
assist Mr Ford in introducing his inven- 
tion if there is the least show of its practi- 
cability. An invention which would really 
attain the ends which the one we have 
called attention to proposes, would simply 
bo the means of making the fortunes of 
many individuals in this community, and 
of making the Bannockburn district espe- 
cially, the most prosperous one in Otago. 



The fact that, no applications were sent in 
for land under the deferred payment sys- 
tem in the Hawea district, did %ot, we 
. must confess, surprise us in the least. 
Somehow or other, public feeling has 
changed as regards the Hawea Block, — 
why we cannot tell. Partly the reason 
no doubt is that no information could be 
obtained regarding it till within a month 
ago, and tili then there was great uncer- 
tainty as to whether it would be thrown 
open at all or not We do know for cer- 
, tain that there were half a dozen applicants 
v/ho would last year have been glad to 
have taken 1000 acres on the same ground 
for which now there is not a single appli- 
caut. Land, we suppose, is like every- 
thing else; if it cannot bo got when it is 
wanted, it must rem-ain vacant till the de- 
mand for it again arises. One tiling has 
helped, imd will we are afraid, help for 
some time to come, in delaying the settle- 
ment of the block of which we are now 
speaking. An impression has got abroad 
that the best of the land in it is already 
sold, and, worse still, that it is the pro- 
perty of one man. It is quite true that 
the first-surveyed block of 2.500 acres or 
thereabouta is entirely eold, and we believe 
we are correct in saying that more than 
1800 acres of it is the property (or was) 
of the Hon. J. M'Lean. There can be no 
doubt it is good land, but the rejison why 
it got to bo looked upon as the best, and, 
in fact, only good land, is because it is 
situated on or near the line of road, and is 
the land of which most was seen and 
^own. Tliousands of acres yet .remain, 
however, — of which this second block 
lately advertised is a portion:; further 
^ from tlie Lake, it is true, although that is 
*^. 9 ^ ®^tpgfither R. disadvantage, but nearer 
to a market than tlie first block was. It

is .not timbered land, but. i^ is withiiih-ea- 
sonable distance of an extensive bush, so 
that.fenoing and-biiiUUng material could bo 
obtained at a comparatively trifling cost. 
Wa(er cannot be said to be plehtiful, but 
the ground is suited to the growing of crops 
for which little water is required, and if 
necessary; there is even great facilities for 
brihgiiig water upon the ground. -Eegard- 
ing the climate, we are only assorting the 
truth, and what is well known to any one 
acquainted with the district, when we say 
that it is one of the ^nest in the Province. 
The summer heats are tempered by the 
close proximity of Lake Hawea, and the 
winter is extremely moderate. The grass 
which is grawingon the flat at the present 
moment is a sufficient testimony of the 
truth of what we are saying; nay, if proof 
were wanted, the success which has at 
tended the labours of the only settler ^n 
the neighbourhood would be sufficient evi- 
dence of it. Why, then, should people 
wishing to settle be so chary of choosing 
the Hawea district for a home? Simply, 
we believe, from ignorance of the natu'-e of 
the country, and because hearsay state- 
ments of its poverty have been accepted by 
persons who ought to have examined the 
place for tiiemselves. The opportunity is 
not altogether gone yet, however, ami we 
hope it will be yet taken advantage of.

At Albertown, 
Pembroke, and other outlying districts, the 
same complaint is made of sickness as in the 
town. . 

OnMondayeveninglast, wo are informed, 
thcBannockluirn School Committee unanimouslv 
elected Mr William Paterson to the office of 
schoolmaster at the Bannockburn, vacant by the 
resignation of Mr Simpson. Mr Paterson h.ia 
for some time past been in charge of the side 
school at Welshman’s gully, and has, w-e under- 
stand, gained the approbation of all the residents 
in that ncigbhonrhood. ; While on school mat- 
ters, we may mention that .Mr Burrows has eon- 
swted to c.arry on the Kawarau Gorge school 
till his successor is appointed, at least so we are 
informed by a member of the Committee. ;

■‘ Mr Robert Reid, the well-known twi- 
nngcr of .Mr lagan's crushing macliiiio, met with 
a ; serious accident on Satiml.ay morning lagt, 
which necessitated the amputation of tho midiile 
finger of the right hand. Mr Reid' was busy 
cleaning a portion of the engioe conneoted -with 
or near the " governor" when the aaeidept took 
place, a portion of tho rag which ha was using 
having been caught by another portion of the 
machinery. His hand was oouseqaently drawn 
into tho machinery, and the rcsnlt was as we 
have stated. Mr lloid is now under the care of 
Ur Stirling, and is progressing favourably. 

There are differences of opinion among 
rpther high authorities regarding sooi.a! dis- 
tinctioiiB. For instanoo, the Colonial Govern- 
ment recently thought tit to withhold the Com- 
mission of the Peace from the May or of Crom- 
wol because of his carrying on the trade of a 
butcher. Yet Major Atkinson, who recently 
contested the Supcrintendency of Taranaki, and 
is M.II.R. for the Egmont District, is reported 
in tho local paper to have given tho following 
evidence in a libel case in which he was plaintiff: 
— " I was during the war part proprietor of a 
butcher's shop in town. We.-oaUed it a Meat 
Company. 1 consider tho keeping of a butcher's 
shop no degradation to an ex-Minieter.” 

During the WDok wo have had tlie plea- 
sure of inspecting a buggy at Mr Pretsch’s work- 
shop, painted and finished to the order of Mr 
John Marsh. Tho buggy was made by one of 
the Dunedin coachbuihlcrs ; but Mr M,arsh 
ailoptod tho plan of gutting it up unpaiuted for 
two very good reasons : first, to save the ria'u of 
damage on the roiul ; and second, to see whether 
it could not be as well painted here as in Dun- 
edin. Tho result has, in uur opinion, fully jus- 
tified the exporimeut, and ws hope in the inte- 
rests of local industry that future purchasers of 
buggies and other conveyances of a like nature 
will adopt the same plan. The painting and 
general finish will bear favourable coinpurisnn 
with anything wo have yet seen from Dniiediu 
hands, and that is giving it no small praise. 

We learn that a rumour had got abroad 
in Arrowtown on Monday to the effect that the 
Oardrona had been taken out of the Arrow 
Goldfield, and annexed to Crmnwell Haturaily 
the report excite:! much speculation and indigna- 
tion in the Arrow, the residents there no doubt 
fearing that— wliat with the temporary removal 
of Warden Stratford, ditto of their energetic 
bailiff, and now an attempt to ent off an import- 
ant portion off their goldfield— they are 'about to 
be snuffed out altogether. We are unable to 
learil that there is any foundation for the rumour, 
wdiieh we are inclined to think, has been got up 
for a hoax. It is just possible the mistake has 
arisen from the fact of the Gardrona licensing 
district having been included in that of Ka-I 
warap,— ilfail

Wilson appeared fur tho complainauta, 
and Mr J. B. Cowan for the defendants. ■ This 
was praeticall v a rehearing of the case under a 
similar title adjudicated on a fortnight ago, Tho 
complainants now profess to bring into Court all 
the water-rights -heading out of the Bannock- 
burn creek, for the pnrpose of settling their order 
of priorities, and getting such relief .as the War- 
den might sec fit to giro. Mr Wilson, for com- 
plainants, said that Mr Cowan, who appeared 
for (Inodgor and party, and he, had ngreed that 
all the documents, and evidence taken and pro- 
duced at the former hearing, should be need on 
this trial without wasting time by repeating it. 
He then protliiced one additional block to skew 
that the first origiiul certificate iu complaiuauts’ 
possession, and whivh contained a material error 
in a date, was so in error only, through a clerical 
blunder. He commented at some length on tho 
ambiguities contained in some of the early blocks, 
and stated that tho complainants wero now ob- 
liged to renew their action in this form, bo- 
caiisc the defendants, Goodger and party, as- 
sorted tb.at they bad obeyed the decision of tho 
Court in letting down only the same quantity of 
w.ater which they had always done, and that if 
any other party diverted it on the way, it was 
not their business to inquire into it. 'J'ho only 
addition.a! evidenenwas that of Mr Goldsraith, 
who detailed the Warioiis inspections he had made 
and ine.-i6ureinentB 'taken, and his estimate of 
the damage sustained by three of their party. 
Wni. Ellis ga-ro corroborative evidence as to 
damage for himself only, os Che fourth complain- 
ant working ajwrt from tho others. 

Mr Cowan, f.ir defendants, argued that he was 
not called upon to answer the comiilainants’ caso, 
becaii.se no miners' rights had been produced, 
and that was absobitely necessary 10 give a locus 
standi in a Warden’s Court. But this was over- 
ruled liy the Bench, on the complainant’s solici- 
tor prtKhicing the miners’ rights. M r Cowan then 
went on to argne that a show of all the rights 
from the nrigin,al certificates, With their tr.ansfers, 
fte., to the present coniplainaiits, should havo 
been made, as many questions might arise, such 
as the proper st.amps on transfers, proper signa- 
tures, and so forth,— one of which being proved 
to bo wrong might overthrow the whole of cnin- 
plainaiita’ case. He also brought forward a host 
of objections to coiiipI.ain.ants’ case, which are of 
no B|icr;i.al interest beyond the immediato c.aso, 
and which, indeed, it would be impossible to un- 
derstand unless a verbatim report were given. 
Ono argument, however, deserves mcutioii, as it 
affects every miner in tho Province. Goodger ami 
Go., it may be remembered, bought from H. Tho- 
mas-and T. M itcbell tho right to the water out of 
which this ease first arnso, — the latter party a :t- 
ing ns attoriiey.a for Thmuas .and ’l‘ip|ictt, who aro 
now in England. The jiower of attorney so to 
act was afterwards found to be defective, imom- 
porly stamped nr Boins‘,l)in,q or other wrong with 
it, and consequently Tlioinas and Mitchell wero 
thought not to have had the power to give a 
tran.sfcr of tho right. Ono prfi]ier power of at- 
terney avas, however, afterwards received by 
either Thom.as or Mitchell, and Mr Gmvau's .ar- 
gil rnent is that one of the attornevs is able to sell 
abso'utely tho whole right of Thom.as and Tip- 
pett, they having a pro indmso right.

' -who inade' no .resistance, and.^'Ss at once 
brought into Dunedin in an omnibus, and 
lodged 'ih' the, 'Ibck-tii) in Maclaggan-street,^ 
From ■ffbat we 'were able to gather from the 
many statements that were given, -it appears 
that the deceased , man, whose name is 
Nicholas M'Donalii, left his Rome between 
eight and nine o'clock on Saturday night, and 
I after calling at Eagerty’s Hotel, where he was 
paid bv his employer, he wont to . the JCai- 
korai Hotel— kept by Patrick Long—jjV’ith a 
man named M ‘Sweeny. The two men had 
some drinksj and he wished M'Sweeny to go 
home with his wife, who was waiting for, him 
in the road. An 'alteroation between the two 
men then ensued, and as they were talking 
loudly, the landlord, Long, pushed them 
away from the door; and stood at the entrance 
to prevent the two men' coming again into 
the place. Tte, deceased a-sked ,Lon^ why 
he had pnshea him . Some more 'high -tfords 
were exchanged, and then a dispute arose 
between M'Donald and a man named Harry 
O’Cane.- . O’Cano knocked the deceased down, 
and according to the statements of several 
men who were attracted to the place by the 
noise, kicked him. M'Donald got up and 
O’Cane knocked him down the second time. 
The disturbance continue'd,' and Long shut 
the front door' of his house and went inside. 
Tlie deceased tliou .began to knock at the 
'door, and according to tJie statements of some 
of those who were there, threw stones sit the 
house in his endeavours to get tlie landlord 
to let him in. Long then- appears to have 
come'ont bv the back door, -with a -revolver 
in bis hand, and going round the side of ■ the 
house, aporoached the place where M'Donald 
was standing. The 'man who was standing 
■next to the deceased was Mr Norman M‘Oabe, 
and near him w.as a man named Pearce, 
Long pushed M'Cahe to one side, and 'saying 

' this is the way :I serve such : as yon, 

who destroy my property,” bred at M'Donald, 
ivho fell at once. Long would appear to 
have • been ' about twenty . yards from 
M'Donald when he fired. It was almost im-.. 
]inssible to get two stories about the oecur- 
rencei One versimi was to tlie effect that 
when the deceased . w.as kicking at the door, 
Tiong went intdhis bedrobnt,- took a' revolver 
from a drawer;- went to the back door and 
. fired a shot — :it is su pposed fur the purpose 
■ of .ascertaining whether the weapon was in' 
order or not. Several persons at'tirm tiiat 
they heard two sliotg, while others say tliat 
the revolver was only fired once— when 
M‘Donald w.xs killed. . IVlien the fatal shot 
h,ad been fired. Long, went intp liis hotel again 
by the bivck door, entered the bar wliistling a 
■jtopnlar air, and eoniraenced to serve drinks 
to those inside as if nothing had happened. 
When he went into the hotel there appears 
to have been some little altercation between 
him and his wife, and he was heard to deny 
.that he had tired a shot. 

Three or four men at once started on horse- 
hack to give information. to the police, and the 
first member of the force who received; in- 
toliigenCB of the crime having been committed 
was Sergeant Anderson, at Caversham. . He 
at once started for Green Island, and having 
. seen the body and satisfied himself as to the 
Information tliar had been supplied to him, 
went to the Kaikorai Hotel, where he arrested 
the landlord Long, who' treated, tlie matter 
in the ciMilest manner possible, and denied 
any knowledge of the affair. ' When the de- 
ceased was shot, and fell on the road, there 
were several persons about ; and his toly, 
which anpeared to be lifeless, was lifted and 
removed to a stone hmrse a few yards off, kept 
by a m.an named Montague, wliprc he had 
been boarding. From ' .this place' it was 
afterwards taken to a wooden house liwncd 
by Mr Eagerty, hotelkeeper, where it now 
lies awaiting an inquest.

“ 1 was not outside my house at all that 
night.' I heard the row and heard shots, but 
I did not go outside. I shut mysolf in, as a

A.t the inquest, the counsel for the pri- 
soner, (Messrs Barton and Smith,) were not 
allowed to cross-examine the witnesses ; but 
a trial is. to take place before the Resident 
Magistrate to-day, (March 10), when possibly 
a cross-ex-aniination may bring out fresh 
circumstances in coniiectioi; with the case.

It seems, from the atiitoment of tlie 
largest wme-importiiig firm in England, that 
no pure sherry ever finds its way into that 
cfjiintry, flie reaSon alleged for tliis'i being 
tliat it •R’oiikl not “keep” in the British 
climate unless fortified, though this assertion 
is in opposition to that of a high scientific 
authority. Even to enumerate tlie various 
waj'S in which sherry is doctored would far 
eiciied the limits of a paragrapii like this. 
SiifllcB it to say that tile doctoring is of all 
kin (Is and every degi-ee until even the climax 
attained by the dairyman lately convicted of 
sellirig'-;,* tiiilk” containing lOO’ per cent, of 
adulteration is reached. Sherry of this de- 
scription is entirely devoid of the juice of the 
grape, and is compo.sed of vitriol, beetroot or 
potato brandy, sugar, and water, this delect- 
able cOiiipoimd being sold at a price that is 
as cheap as the stii.ff is nasty. Wliile all the 
wines imported into Englan(J seem to be sub- 
jected to poisoning processes to a greater or 
less extent, sherry seems to hold a bad pre- 
eminence — indeed the me plus ultra of adul 
tcration has been reached in such a case as 
that just mentioned. It seems not unlikely, 
unless some reform is effected, that it will 
soon be necessary to label bottles of sherry as 
“ Poison,” equally with laudanum.
